Last night at about ten o'clock tbat 


long wooden bridge which spans Sand 
Creek a abort distance southeast of tbe 
Illinois Midland junction on tbe Midland 
road, was discovered to be on fire by the 
conductor of a wild freight train, wblcb 
was stopped before it reached the burn- 
ing structure.

A CONTROVERSY SETTLED. 


A Lcg«I Quarrel Between Two Counties 


Decided. 


AD Opinion Tbat Will be Bead With 


Interest. 


The following of special interest to the 


REPUSLICAH'B readers in this city 
and 


county appeared in the Springfield Jour- 
nal of to-day: t 


•The long pending controversy between 


Christian and Macon counties in regard 
to jury tees was settled by Judge Znne 
yesterday in favor of Christian county. 
In 1875 Newt Crafion killed a man named 
Ebenezer Duff, at Taylorville, for which 
crime hie was Indicted. Tbe murder was 
combined in a fii of-drunken rage, and 
was wholly unprovoked. There Wi>* con- 
siderable teellng againstCrafton in GUI is- 
Man county, and after he was indicted he 
t:>ol; a change of venue to Macon county. 
Crafton was found guilty, and was grant- 
fd a new trial, but entered a plea of gnil- 
ty at the next term, and wa" sentenced 
to the penitentiary for life. Macon coun- 
ty presented an enormous bill of costs 
against Christian county, two items of 
which were held to be illegal by the latter 
county. Tbe case was submitted to Judge 
Zane upon stipulations of ihe parties, and 
his opinion, rendered yesterday, is given 
below 


The facts of this case.ae shown by the stipu- 
lation of the parties, are that one Crafton wae 
Indicted for murder in tbe county of Christian 
lathis state, on the 10th day of August, 1U76; 
tbttt the venue of tbe case was changed to the 
county of Macon.where he was tried and found 
RUilt) ; that a new trial was granted, and sub- 
nequently tfco case wae twice set down for 
trial; tbat the defendant afterwards pleaded 
guilty and was sentened; that on the occasion 
of tde trial, and at tbe t mes the case wae set 
for trial, the regular panel being exhausted, 
668 men were summoned as talesman, wbo 
were not accepted as jurors; that the defend- 
ant bae paid tu tbe plaintiff the board ol the 
prisoner and til OB the fees of the jury and 
their board, leaving a balance on that account 
of $120.70;thls amouot and the sum of $1,796.70 
fees paid by plaintiff to tbe talesmen, and 
*7i)1.60, the tees of the officers for summoning 
ihe talesmen are demanded by the plaintiff in 
the suit. Are talesmen who are not accepted 
as jurors entitled to fees or any compensation 
other than mileage, when they have been de- 
tained more than one day? Twenty four men 
were selected In the mode prescribed ID-the 
statute for each two woeke of any term of the 
Circuit Court, for which, or so long as a jury 
may 03 required, constitute the regular panel 
from which to select the Jury to try each case. 
Sections 13 and 13 of Chap. 78, B. 8.1674. pro- 
vide that in case tbe regular panel shall be 
exhausted for anv cause the court may direct 
the sheriff to Bll the panel, so that a jury may 
be selected therefrom to try the case. These 
are designated tmeeman. 


Here follows a long dissertation by 


Judge Zine on the fees of jurors as pro- 
vided in section 44, cbap. 53, revised stat- 
utes of 1874, and held tbat talesmen are 
entitled to mileage when detained more 
than one day, and to no other compensa- 
tion unless accepted RB jurors in tbe trial 
of a cause. The honorable judge con- 
cludes his opinion as follows: 


The Bounty Board of Macon county fixed the 
compensation of the sheriff and bis deputies. 
If their compensation was'increased In conse- 
quence of the case against Crafton, there ie no 
evidence of the amount. 
Tbe stipulation 
does not ebjw how much, if any, was paid to 
bailiffs in consequence of that case. The 
county in which the indictment Is found is not 
required to pay to the county to wblcb the 
ve ue is ebanged all the expenses to tbe latter 
of the court while occupied with the case.— 
The statute simply requires the payment of 
the fees and board of the jury and the board 
of the prisoner; all of which the defendant 
has paid except f ISO 70. The stipulation shows 
that the last-mentioned claim was disallowed 
by the County Board of Christian county, and 
that the order disallowing it was not appealed 
from by tbe plaintiff. This order, the plaintiff 
clr.lme, Is a bar in law to any recovery In this 
case. The defendant relies upon section Bit of 
Chapter 84, H. S.,lt74, viz: "Before anycUim 
against a county is audited and allowed, tbe 
claimant, or bis agent, shall verily the same 
by bis aifidavlt, stating that the several items 
therein mentioned arc just and true, and tbat 
the services charged therein, or articles fur- 
nished, as the case may bo, were rendered or 
furnished as therein charged, and tbat the 
amount claimed is due ana unpaid, after al- 
lowing ali jusicredits. And where tbe claim 
of any person against n county Is disallowed, 
in whole or in part, by the County Board, and 
tbe nature of the claim- ie not such that the 
allowance is discretionary with the County 
Board, such person may appeal from the decis- 
ion of such Board to the Clroutt Court o! the 
same county, upon filing bond with the clerk 
of such court within twenty (Jays after the 
rendition of tbe decision, with such security a? 
shall be approved by smh clerk. In the penal 
sum of $750, payable to the people of the State 
of Illinois, for the use of such county, condi- 
tioned that be will prosecute the appeal with 
etlect, and pay »ll coals that may be adjudged 
HCainst him " This section should be constru- 
ed with rc'erence to other provisions of ihe 
statute n^1' UHng for tbe presentation, prose- 
cution nm: payment of claims agajnst coun- 
ties. Counties nre authorized to sue and be 
sued in cimris of record bavloK jurisdiction of 
the subject matter. Section 35 quoted, men- 
t:ons curtain classes of claims-those only for 
services charged and articles furnlsb&d. and 
(Iwlnrcs that they shall not be audited and 
allowed unless theclaimantor bis agentshall 
veiity the same by his ath'davit, stating tbat 
the several Items therein mentioned are just' 
and true * * * tbat the amount claimed is, 
due aud unpaid after allowing all credits. It 
furnishes u method of determining unadjusted 
claims of tue character mentioned. Tbe sec- 
tion does n .t include all claims for county lia- 
bilities It does not include judgment?. If 
that were so an endlesa chain of litigation 
might folow. 
It does not include county 
bonds. The fees of jurors are paid upon the 
certincate of tbe clerk. Witnesses attendlag 
upon a criminal case from a foreign county 
are paid upon their own affidavit, the certin- 
cate ol the clerk and judge. And section .33, 
supra, provides tnat the fees and board of the 
jury and the board of the prisoner shall be paid 
upon the statement of the clerk, certified toby 
him. 
Thec-urt holds tbat the plaintiff was 
not compelled to present her claim In pursu- 
ance of section 35, quoted, to the County 
Board, and the fact that the same was disal- 
lowed by that Board, IB no bar lo a recovery In 
the case. The court nods for the plaintiff the 
sum of $120.70.

Provisions (uncooked) can 
be bought ou the grounds at the current 
prices by all companies or messes who 
prefer that method of supply, or meals of 
a ci od and substantial character will be 
famished on the urounrts by competent 
church and benevolent societies of Bloom 
ingtoo, at 25 cents per meal. 


As before stated this notice has 


caused a good deal of unfavorable com- 
ment among veterans hereabouts, and 
tt is at the request of some of them 
that we refer to it, to the end that all 
who go will be advised aa to the provi- 
sion made for their entertainment.

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EASTERN CALVES. 


A Circular of Warning from the United 


States Treasury Cattle Coin- 


mission. 


Tbe recently appointed treasury cat- 


tle commission has issued the following 
circular, addressed especially to the 
governors of the states and territories 
west of the Alleghenies : 


OFFICE OP .TBE 
UNITED STATES 


TREASURY CATTLE COMMISSION, CHI- 
CAGO, August 23.—Dear Sir: The 
"Treasury Cattle Commission," appoint- 
ed by the secretary of the treasury, in 
pursuance of an act of the last congress, 
deems it its duty to call your attention 
to the imminence of the danger to 
which tbe herds in tbe states and terri- 
tories west of tbe Alleghenies are ex- 
posed from the traffic in dairy calves, 
which is becoming a very common one 
between these stales—now happily ex- 
empt from the contagious pleuro-pneu- 
monia of cattle—and the infected dis- 
tricts. 
That a very large proportion of 


our country has, up to this time, re- 
mained exempt from this dangerous 
malady, is owing chiefly to the fact thai 
the current of our cattle traffic has 
hitherto been mainly from the west to 
the seaboard; but the business of pur- 
chasing calves from the eastern daity 
districts and scattering them through- 
out tbe western states and territories, 
which has. within a year or two past, 
assumed such mammoth proportions, 
has augmented the dangers to which 
the uninfected districts are exposed 
tenfold, and, if it is permitted to go on 
ujchecked, ihe danger of a general in- 
leciion of tbe ereat cattle growing and 
grazing regions is imminent. 


We, therefore, call upon you to use 


whatever influence you may legitimate- 
y bring to bear upon the people of 
your state to discountenance and" dis 
courage a traffic tbat is fraught with 
such danger to their material interests. 
The district known to be infected with 
the scourge embraces pretty much the 
ivhole of the coutury bordering on the 
coast, from New York city south to 
Washington city, and extending to a 
greater or less distance inland; but tbe 
commission would recommend that, un- 
til a more thorough examination can 
be made, and a complete isolation of 
infected herds secured, every possible 
means tbat can be legitimately resorted 
to should be brought to bear to discour- 
age and prohibit traffic in cattle from 
anywhere near the infected regions.

Some Startling Facts. 


Chicag-o Herald. 


By basing calculations upon some 


official data given in an English news- 
paper, w« ascertain tbat nearly three- 
fourths of the total exports of British 
and Irish merchandise in 18SO were 
required to pay for ihe imported food 
retained for home consumption in the 
United Kingdom for the same year. 
The English paper saya : 


The value of the total quantity of 


food imported was £183,221,000, and 
after deducting £16,439,000 as the val- 
ue of tbo food exported, we find that 
there was left for consumption in tbia 
country food of tbe value of £16S,572,- 
000, as against £153,552,000 for that 
retained for a similar purpose in 1879. 
The increase is conspicuous in such ar- 
ticles as butter, cattle, cheese, dead 
meat, raw fruit, maize and wine, these 
showing an increase of .£12,000,000. 


Now, 
the corrected and finally luljust- 


ed accounts of the British board of 
trade show that the aggregate of Brit- 
ish and Irish produce exported in the 
calendar year 1880 was £223,060,466, 
and of all merchandise exports, includ- 
ing foreign and colonial produce, was 
£236,414,466. 
The food imported for 


home consumption was £166,782,000, 
equal to 71 77 per cent, of tbe total 
value of export* of domestic produce, 
and 5S221 per cent of the total vulue 
ut ihe mi rei'.andis-c exports. 
This is a 


revelation of Britain's dangerous de- 
pendence upon foreign countries for the 
meuns of f.ubsisting her people. Would 
it not Lie alarming to us if three-quarter 
of the vjluo of our domestic exports 
had to be applied to ihe purchase abroad 
of something to eat to replenish the 
deficit at home? 
And would not such 


a condition be doubly alarmicg if it 
should become the chronic state of our 
supply ?

' A 1'rop For ContiimeU Hope. 
The Louisville Courier-Journal keeps

NEW DEMOCRATIC ISSUES. 


Chicago Journal. 


It will puzzle the platform makers.in 


the next, convention that represents 
'ihe great National Democratic parly 
of the Union" to construct one that 
will represent all the new issues that 
liave recently been hatched in the Unit- 
ed States. So many newfangled notions 
have been adopted into the old creed 
that Democracy now looks like the 
spotted horse in the circus, which the 
boys admire so much. 
The Bourbon 


party has long resembled the trick 
mule, which every candidate who hag 
tried it has failed to ride into power 
since tbe days when poor old Buchanan 
allowed the southern traitors to proceed 
with their diabolical work under the 
spurious plea that a state could not be 
coerced. 


Nearly all the old issues that Democ- 


racy was formerly so proud of have 
been abandoned, and new and strange 
theories—strange to the unsophisticated 
Bourbon mind—are finding adherents 
in the diflereat states. 
In Ohio, for 


example, the party is running a rene- 
gade Republican on a high tariff plat- 
form, and is playing hide and seek with 
the Prohibitionists. In New York such 
recognized friends of the dear people as 
Tilden, Sohell, Belinont & Company, 
will raise the cry of civil service reform 
and anti-monopoly. 
In Wisconsin the 


leaders advise tbe abandonment of the 
old party entirely, and the inauguration 
of a new one on a semi Republican ba- 
sis. 
Down in Mississippi, where the 


Democratic practice was to quietly re- 
move opposing candidates for office with 
the shotgun, according to the Yazoo 
plan, they now proclaim equal rights to 
all without respect to race, color, or the 
previous condition. 
The party leaders 


in South Carolina declare that, as a 
matter of expediency, they consider it 
wise to quit killing negroes simply be- 
cause they are Republican", which is 
almost as undemocratic as allowing a 
negro to marry your daughter. 
In 


North Caralina the good old whisky- 
loving party has been masquerading in 
the stolen g?Vments of total abstinence. 
In Virginia they have devised the new 
way of paying tbe state debt by first 
cheating the creditor out of a portion 
of his just dues by the 
scaling-down 


process, and forcing him to accept a 3 
per cent, bond, and then praeiically re- 
pudiating the whole debt, principal and 
interest, by refusing to levy a tax.— 
Happily, here in Illinois, that party is 
too dead to have any opinions worth 
mentioning, and Carter H. Harrison is 
its only prophet, with the editors of the 
Quincy Herald and Bloomington BuUe 
'tin as its. chief organs. 


And the old traditions of the party 


seem to have been abandoned and all 
old battle cries hushed to silence. In 
the different states those in command 
are trying to invent new issues that will 
win popular support, but are no sooner 
tried than given up. 
Better turn tbe 


old thing 
over to Mr. Tilden, clad 


in its Dolly Varden costume, and let 
him manage it fnr his own benefit. 
He 


is the only man in it tbat has shown 
any capacity for leadership, infirm and 
paralytic though he be, and is the only 
person who seems acquainted with its 
subterranean methods and possibilities. 
Modern Democracy is like an undevel- 
oped silver mine ; it requires a large 
amount of ready capital to successfully 
work it.and the man with^ the well-filled 
"bar'l" is the only person who ought 16 
risk an investment. 


An Old Connecticut l.aw. 


Ntw York Sun. 


A case which has come up in the 


probate court in Enfield, Conn , brings 
out some facts concerning the law gov- 
erning the rights of- aliens to hold real 
estate, and shows that the low 'must 
have grown out of the feeling existing 
in the state during the Revolutionary 
war. 
Under the law, only resident aliens 


in the United States and Frenchmen 
can hold, inherit and transmit real es- 
tate in Connecticut. 
A woman died in 


Enfield, leaving real estate. 
She had 


one brother in the United States, and 
another 
living in Great Britain. 
A 


question was raised about Che property, 
and the law was looked up. and '.be f a u t 
was ascertained that tbe brother in this 
country was entitled to all the property. 
If the other brother had been a French- 
man be could have claimed an equal 
share. 
It is thus shown tbat under ex- 


isting laws in this state, n Frenchman 
has more privileges than an English- 
man, 
and this, probably, on account of 


the aid given by the French in our 
struggle lor independence. This, prob- 
ably, is tbe first lime that any such case 
has come op since tbe law was passed. 


WIMCES BOOTH, Guiteau, Hartmann, 


and tbe dynamite fiends generally, have 
put some rather vigorous suggestions 
into Brother Jonathan's head on the 
subject of political assassinations. One 
of these suggestions was embodied in a 
resolution offered by Mr. David Dudley 
Field, an American delegate in tbe in- 
ternational law conference at Cologne 
the other day, in favor of an extradition 
treaty providing tbat neither assassina- 
tion nor attempted assassination, as a 
means of redressing grievances, should 
be deemed a mere political offense with- 
in tbe meaning of a treaty,and that tbe 
privilege of asylum sbonld be denied 
tbe perpetrator of snob a crime.

Western Cattle Interests. 


An Omaha dispatch says that cattle 


shipments are now being rushed forward 
to tbe ea'etern market from tbe country 
west of tbe Missouri, and cattle men 
this year will 'reap a rich return, as pri- 
ces are ruling high. They had a hard 
winter, it is true, and many of them ' 
lost quite heavily. 
All estimates of 


losses made prior to the round-up were 
necessarily mere guesses, and proved to 
be rather wild. 
Such cattle men as M. 


M. Coad, William and George Shiedley, 
Dan Carrigan.- Thomas Lawrence, and 
Dan Shedy, say tbat tbe average loss 
was not short of 30 per cent. 
The loss 


in the Niobrara region, in northern 
Nebraska, was heavier' tbaq anywhere 
else. In many herds in in tbat locality 
tbe loss was fully 50 per cent., and tbe 
owners of tbe smaller herds have sold 
out to tbe owners of the big herds.— 
When spring came, grass sprang up in 
abundance, and the half-starved cattle 
soon fattened up. Cattle are now in a 
better condition than ever known before. 
Last year twenty bead of cattle were 
put into a car, and this year the average 
number required to fill a car is eighteen 
or nineteen. Last year there were 
shipped over tbe Union Pacific road 
7,000 cars of cattle, or 140,000 head, 
and this year there will be shipped 10,- 
000 cars, which at an average of nine- 
teen to the oar, will foot up 190,000 
head. 
There are two reasons for the 


greater shipments this year, namely, 
there were more cattle—say two-thirds 
more—last fall than during the preced- 
ing year.and there will be more fat cattle 
this year. 
Tbe favorable turn in the 


business will make up for tbe losses of 
last winter in most instances, and in 
some cases ranchmen who wte so for- 
tunate as to lose but a small percentage 
will make immense profits. 


Sheep raising is attracting greater 


attention in Western Nebraska than 
hitherto,'and every spot suitable fora 
sheep ranch in the Lodgepole valley, on 
the South 'Platte river, on Pumpkin 
Creek, and on Platte river, not taken up 
by cattle ranches, will soon be occupied 
by sheep raisers. 
As fast as Battle 


move northward for better range sheep 
will come in to fill up the country. 


1'lflii of Study.

President Garfield to a young man, in 
answer to his inquiry relative to his 
plan of study, is so sensible and so 
practical tbat we give it for the benefit 
of those who may want just such ad- 
vice : 


MENTOR, O., Oct. 27,1879. 


' C. L. WAYLAND, Danville, Ind.—My 
Dear Sir : In answer to yours of the 
19tb inst., I have to say that your in- 
quiries as to ray early studies shows«a 
praiseworthy ptudy in the work of self- 
improvement. 
1 cannot say tbat I 


found in any one book the suggestion 
for a plan of life and growth. 
In fact, 


I did not in advance mark out any com- 
prehensive plan of life. 
But I did re- 


solve at an early age, that I would ac- 
quire as good an education as the col- 
lege^ course would enable me to obtain; 
and'to that genera! purpose I devoted 
all my energies until it was accomplish- 
ed. 
In order to make my work thor- 


ough, I made it a constant habit to 
study each science a little more broadly 
than the prescribed course required. I 
thus got a little intellectual life outside 


' of the text books. This habit has been 


j of great value to me in subsequent life,

His ohivalrpns word*—§o worthy of a 
gallant soldier and so graceful in a po- 
litical opponent—will strengthen the 
kindly feeling which is growing op 
throughout the country toward one who 
may possibly become president. Gen. 
Arthur's delicate and considerate bear- 
ing since the attempted assassination 
has won general admiration and sub- 
dued much of the hostile sentiment 
with which he was regarded. 
But still 


he is not fairly known to the people, 
and, whether he shall become president 
or not, it is well that his real character 
and qualities should be more justly un- 
derstood. 


The impression prevails io many 


quarters that General Arthur is simply 
a consummate politician. That is a 
very hard and inadequate estimate. 
Apait from his politctl talentieisa well 
trained lawyer and an accomplished 
gentleman. 
A thorough education has 


been followed by a wide reading and 
varied culture. 
He is a master of the 


English classics and familiar with the 
broad range of literature. 
No man bet- 


ter loves to drop the busy activities of 
life and seek the rich treasures of the 
old writers. 
Without any ostentation 


and simply bubbling from the springs 
of his well-stored mind, his conversa- 
tion in leisure hours oiten sparkles 
with the flow of apt allusion and ready 
quotation. He has had the political 
affiliations of New York, but it is equal- 
ly true that from early manhood he has 
mingled with the highest professional 
and commercial circles of the metropo- 
lis, and has gathered the strength of 
such association. In personal graces 
and intellectual attainments he is equal 
to any public trust. 


If there are some things in his career 


to criticise, there is much in it to in- 
spire confidence. 
On more than one 


important occasion he has shown the 
keenest appreciation of sound policy 
and public duty. 
He was one of the 


most active opponents of those Tam- 
many Republicans who were allied with 
Tweed, and one of the foremost in over- 
throwing the Tweed ring. 
In 1873 he 


gave a signal illustration of his quick 
perception of the public temper and of 
his patriotic sense of public obligation. 
General Frank Barlow had been attor- 
ney general of New York. 
With all 


his zeal and energy, he was wayward, 
capricious and unstable, and it was clear 
that he could not be renominated. But 
he had made a bold fight against the 
canal thieves, and it was important to 
nominate some man in his place whose 
high public repute would be a proof 
that General Barlow had not been 
thrown overboard because of this war- 
fare against the ring. 
With this view 


Becjamin D Silliman, of Brooklyn, a 
lawyer of great distinction and probity, 
who bad never been in politics at all, 
was selected. 
But there was another 


candidate who was personally known to 
most of the delegates and exceedingly 
popular among them—a man who has 
since achieved high public standing, but 
who had not then made his position. 
As the roll call went on it was evident 
that unless some sudden change could 
be effected 
he would be nominated. 


Geneial Arthur 
had brought all bis 


power to bear, but in vain. Just tben 
he made his way to General, Woodford. 
who was in the ch.iir, and insisted that 
he must take the floor and stem the 
tide. In response to this call General 
Woodlord made one of his fiery speech- 
es, plainly telling the convention that 
while throwing over Barlow it dare not 
risk public condemnation by any doubt- 
ful nomination, and this appeal won tbe 
day. 
It was brave, bold leadership on 


the part of General Arthur, and with 
no other motive but the best public in 
terests. 
It displayed tbe elements of 


sounu judgment and patriotic spirit 


In 1876 General Arthur opposed Mr. 


Cornell fir governor, though Mr. Conk- 
ling desired him, and ex-Governor Mor 
gan was nominated. In 1879 he yielded, 
Mr. Cornell wag successful and be has 
made an excellent execu ive. la man; 
minds the action uf President Hayea in 
removing General Arthur trom the cus- 
tom house may have operated to bis 
prejudice, but nothing could be more 
unjust. 
In that controversy General 


Arthur was right. The removal was in- 
spired simply by political reason*, and 
in the discussion the Collector proved 
that he had anticipated the Exxmming 
Commission io every one of their recom 
menditiorn. 
Much of tbe public im- 


pression of General Arthur nas grown 
out of what was incidental to his poai- 
tioo as the bead of tbe organization in 
Naw York. For many years he bae 
been the chief republican manager in 
that city. He has done much to win 
victories, but he has also had to bear 
much obloquy. 
No man there tins con- 


tributed so much to republican success. 
His arm has reached out into all of the 
adjoining states, 'itnd if there was any 
money to be raised for Connecticut, 
New Jersey, or even Ohio he has had to 
do it. His leadership of the organiza- 
tion necessarily brought him iot 0 the 
methods of Mew Yorlr politics and sub- 
jected him to moat of whatever criticism 
he has suffered. 
His participation in 


the Albany contest was deplored »nd 
condemned by the countrv; but the 
frieada woo knew the nature of his rela- 
tions could understand it if they could 
not aj prove it. 


General Arthur deeply shares the 


feeling of the whole country at the ca- 
lamity which hangs over us, and aicctre- 
ly shrinks from coming to the presidency 
under aucb circumstances, as well be 
may. The nation earnastlj hope* that 
he may be spared that severe trial. 
If, 


however, be shall be called to the place 
be will be judged by his acts.

THAT DREADFUL ACCIDENT. 


Funeral of Mr*. Uriah Jtm*s near M»ro. 


To-Ds*—Fuller Vartioulu* of H«r 


Horrible Death. 


The foneral of the late Mr». Uriah 


James, a brief account of whose tragic 
deatb on Sunday nigbt was given ID tbese 
columns on Monday, took place near Ha. 
roa, this (Wednesday) forenoon, Rev. W, 
A. Reynolds, pastor of tbe Maroa Metho- 
dist church, officiating. A correapondeliffc 
at Maroa sends the following detailed »c-! 
count of tbe distressing accident: 


A sad accident occurred 4} miles north- 


west of Maroa, Sunday evening, August 
28, between 8 and 0 o'clock. Mr. tod 
Mrs. Uriab James, witb a lantern, were 
looking after their evening work, and M 
they passed by the smoke bouse door 
Mrs. James suggested that they bad bet- 
ter see a can of fluid tbat Mr, James bid 
bought in Maroa a few dayi before. Sht 
bad observed tbat it bad been leaking. 
She took bold of tbe can and shook it and 
to tbeir surprise tbe oil bad all leaked out 
on (be floor. She said to ber husband, 
"bad we not best go in tbe cellar and s«e 
if it bas not leaked on the milk." He 
went down and she followed and he said, 
"There is where it"—at this moment the 
gasoline exploded in bis face and caught 
his wife's dress, and they both ran for the 
door. She was going into tbe bouse and 
he said, "don't go in tbe bouse, you will 
frighten the children and set tbe house oo 
fire." She thought (he samo and started 
around tbe bouse. He saw she was all 
ablaze and tbeir screams aroused the hired 
hand who was asleep and he seeing tbe 
flames in tbe cellar supposed they were 
there and began dashing water down and 
soon had the fire out. Tbe burning cou- 
ple were fighting '.he flames back of the 
house. A quilt was procured and Mrs. 
James wrapped in it and water poured on 
her, but it was too late. She was in a 
crisp. At this juncture, Mrs. Jauics, tbe 
mother-in-law, came up, having just re- 
turned from meeting. The dying woman 
said: "Mother take my shoes off—I am 
burned to death." Her shoes were taken 
off and they were burned to a crisp. Her 
husband was burned in the face, breast 
and arms. His face is swollen fearfully 
aud bis hands arc ruined. 
As soon i>s be 


realized that his wife was burned to death 
be started to run and got in the corn field, 
running and wringing bis bands in great 
distress. He was soon caught and brought 
to tbe bouse. The dyinn woman was ta- 
ken into tbe house and began pleading to 
sec her mother, Mrs. A. Wilton, of Maroa. 
As soon as possible Drs. Wilcox and 
Phillips were called, and Mrs. Wilson 
was taken to the bedside of her daughter. 
Tbe sobs of the mother were heartrend- 
ing. Mrs. Jrmies called for ber husband 
but be was in eucb great pain be could 
not go to her. At 3 a m. (Monday) sbe 
passed away, after suffering the long 
hours from 8 to 3. She leaves a suffering 
husoaad, three little children and ft babe. 
The doctors think Mr. James will recover 
if be has not inhaled the fllines. At pres- 
ent he is in great distress.

Wan of the crusades. 


The crusades were wars wagec 


for the defense or advancement o: 
the cross, but applied especially to 
the religious wars carried on by the 
Christians of the middle ages for the 
recovery of Palestine from the Mo- 
hammedans. The accounts of the 
indignities inflicted on the Chris- 
tians residents ot Palestine by the 
Turks, and the cruel treatment oi 
the pilgrims who journeyed to the 
Holy Land produced a deep and 
powerful impression in all parts oi 
the Christendom. 
In 1095, at a 


council held at Clermont, a crusade 
was resolved on, but previous to the 
setting out of the true crusade four 
armies, consisting of disorderly mul- 
titudes, had departed for Palestine. 
They were led by Walter the Pen- 
niless, Peter (he Hermit, and two of 
the armies seem to have had no 
leaders at all. 
They were nearly 


all destroyed. 
After this the true 


crusaders entered upon the scene, 
and armies embracing all the chiv- 
alry of Europe were organized. The 
war waged until 1093; when the 
Mohammedans werej put to flight 
and the way opened to Jerusalem. 
In the summer, 1099, 40,000 cru- 
saders, the remnant of a vast host of 
600,000, laid siege to Jerusalem. 
Soon after the city was taken and 
Godfrey of Bouillon 
was elected 


King of Jerusalem. 
A second cru- 


sade was preached by Saint Bern- 
ird, and in 1147 two armies num- 
bering 1,200,000 men, set out for 
Jerusalem. 
The expedition utterly 


"ailed. 
There were six other cru- 


sades. The last undertaken by Saint 
Louis, in 1270, but the expedition 
iccomplished nothing. 
In fact, the 


:hiet result of the crusades was a 
>etter acquaintance of the people of 
Western Europe with two civiliza- 
ions more advanced than their own 
—the Greek and the Saracenic.

From the New York Time=, August lo 
The separation of Mr. and Mrs 


Charles Wesley Ayres within the 
period ot their honeymoon, about 
three weeks ago, a circumstance 
which caused a stir in fashionable 
circles in Astoria, has had a sad ter- 
mination in the death of the young 
bridegroom, winch occurred at Fire 
Island early y€awrday 
morning. 


When hia wife lefr the Thorburn 
House so abruptly, leaving her wed- 
ding ring behind, Mr. Ayres went 
home to his fatcer, Mr. Theodore 
V. Ayret. He became very ill, and 
was attended by Drs.

As he gradually grew 
worse, he was taken to Fire Island 
on the 8th instant for a change ol 
air. He, however, did not improve, 
but continued to grow weaker dai'y 
until his constitution became thor- 
oughly debilitated, and resulted in 
his death as above stated.

Considerable of a sensation was created 


on the atreeu last evening by the 
startling report lhat Ben. P. Borch, 


weU known 
railroad 
man, 
had 


attempted to commit suicide at the home, 
of his widowed mother. Mrs. R. M.Burch, 
at Mo. 87 North, Water street, south of 
Bethel church..., On Investigation the 
report proved to', be true. He,had gone 
to his mother's home M about 'ft o'clock, 
and while his mother and htssister-in-law, 
Mrs. "Ed.' Burch, were absent tempora- 
rily, he walked Into tbe front Toom, lay 
down on the bed, and with a laige-sized 
Smith <& Wesson revolver, sent a 88-call- 
bre ba>l nearly through his body within a 
few inches of his heart. Tbe ball entered 
ais left breast above the heart, and it is 
thought by Dr. Cheaoweth that it passed 
tnrough the upper part of his left lung. 
The ball was removed soon after the shot 


as fired. Mrs. Ed. Burch was the first 


to discover Ben's condition, and for awhile 
tbe greatest excitement prevailed in that 
neighborhood. Our reporter called to see 
the would-be suicide this forenoon, and 
Found him resting as comfortably as could 
be expected, though not disposed to con- 
verse. He was in great pain until three 
o'clock this morning, when be rested easi- 
er. It is not thought probable tbat the 
wound will prove fatal. Ben has had 
frequent fits of despondency, but never 
indicated before by woid or deed that life 
was a burden to him. 


Ben was formerly a frenht train con- 


ductor on the Wabash, but for the past 
three weeks he has been a brakeman on 
a local freight on the Wabash between 
Decatur and St. Louis, under Conductor 
Button. He is a brother of Mr. E. W. 
Burcb, a passenger conductor on the Wa- 
bash, and yesterday assisted his brother- 
in-law, P. W. Nevius, in moving bis 
household effects to a 'new location. He 
boards with Mr JNevius, but he frequent- 
ly called at his mother's home when not 
on the road. The widowed mother is 
very much distressed over the rash act of 
her son, to whom she is very much attach- 
ed. She knows of 
no cause why he 


should have attempted to take his life, 
except tbat he did it wbjle temporarily 
despondent.

and two feet of limestone, when the drill 
passed through about 40 feet of soap- 
stone. It struck 9 inches of shale before 
passing through

Then Mr. Gross stopped work and came
